Malignant  Growths  9.&% 

Respiratory  diseases  excluding  Tuberculosis  10.9%

BLOOD  TRANSFUSION  SERVICE. 

The  National  Blood  Transfusion  Service  visited  Carmarthen  Bay 
Power  Station  during  the  year. 

The  number  of  donations  received  were  157.  This  compares  with 
a figure  of  146  the  previous  year,  and  183  for  1961. 

Regular  sessions  for  the  general  public  are  held  at  the 
neighbouring  town  of  Llanelly.  Mast  people  can  donate  blood  to  the 
"Blood  Bank"  and  the  amount  of  blood  taken  is  quickly  restored  from 
the  body’s  reserve  which  is  replaced  in  a matter  days.  .With 
the  everlasting  and  ever  increasing  need  for  blood,  I appeal  that, 
in  future,  more  people  will  donate  blood  for  this  most  worthy  and 
needy  cause.
